If you have the full facts as to the origin 
of the 1913 Liberties, I sure would love to have 
it, as when Samuel Brown turned up at the Chicago 
ANA convention in 1929 is the earliest I’ve been 
able to turn up any information on them. 

Next they turned up for sale by Eugene Klein 
the big Philadelphia stamp dealer, then to Col. 

Green, either direct or thru a third party. 

I always understood that two were proof and 
three uncirculated and inasmuch as you have the 
exact details of each, perhaps you’d care to give 
me that dd>pe.(on my memos I have the specimen you 
had which is now in Korweb collection and the specimen 
Kelly sold to Dr. Bolt as being the two best pieces.) 

Some being proofs and others being uncirculated, 
indicates that the uncs. v^ere struck first then the 
dies polished for the proofs. 

I certainly agree with you that the 1913’ s, 1804 
dollar, 1885 trade dollar, et. al. , are more or less 
in the same class. 

Some people feel that inasmuch at it would require 
collusion of several people to strike the 1913’ s, and 
coinage of the Buffalo did not start until late Eeb. 
that Koberts was very busy building up the Hint 
Cab5.net and struck the Libs to trade for coins he 
wanted. Even so it would leave a ta5.nt on the coins 
because collectors in general were not given the 
opportunity to buy both types, as they were in 1938. 
(of course it could be a story circulated to ward off 
some eager beaver treasury official from seizing them 
like they did the 1933 double eagles.)

I held up the correspondence on the 1913 Liberty Head 
nickel in order to try to get some further information* 
Unfortunately, certain of the dealers won’t talk a3 they 
do not want to create ill-will among their customers* 

It is perfectly clear that Wayte Raymond refused to list 
the 1913 nickel as a regular issue of the mint and that 
he was fully familiar with the facts since he represented 
Green in acquiring most of his items* There is no proof 
whatever that these nickels were made in 1913 but, natur- 
ally, they can be patterns which should not have left 
the mint* The fact that two of them are proofs and three 
of them are more or less uncirculated, and that one of 
the uncirculated ones is on a planchet which is not too 
well prepared, indicates the possibility that these pieces 
were not struck with proper permission. As I told you, 

I consider the 1913 Liberty Head nickels as mint pro- 
duced phonies rather than patterns. 

As soon as I have some heart-to-heart talks with a couple 
of others I may be able to get further information but 
I did not wish you to think that I had forgotten your 
inquiry.

cause Caesar’s troops landed there. Therefore, the Latin 
name of New Jersey, in America , (Nova Caesarea) was merely an 
adaptation of the Latin name of the island in England, 

When I was in Israel, last year, I also visited 
Caesarea, which is a fascinating ruin, and I am delighted that 
y r » had the opportunity to visit sights like that.
